Mayor Predicts $750,000 Cut 
in City Deficit This Fiscal Year 


Thinks Most of Departments Will Attain Goal 
Of 6 Per Cent Reduction in Their 
Budget by April. 


The $3,332,581 deficit with which 
the city started its fiscal year last 
April will be reduced between $750,- 
000 and $1,000,000 by virtue of dras- 
tic, reductions in expenditures and 
increased revenues, Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann said yesterday. 
Principal reductions in expenses 
have been in the eight departments 
responsible to the Mayor, which, 
for the nine months ended Dec, 
31, came within $41,469 of keeping 
their expenses six per cent under 
the aniounts originally budgeted to 
them, the Mayor said. He added 
that most of,the department heads 
had indicated that by April 1 they 
would have cut expenses enough 
to save the full 6 per cent on their 
year’s budget, as they agreed to 
do last April. 

“I am greatly pleased by the 
showing made and I hope they 
will be able to do the same next 
year,” the Mayor asserted. “While 
we have not seriously curtailed 
any city service, we have, never- 
theless, been unable to make some 
replacements and improvements 
and have called on employes to as- 
sume extra duties.” 

The Mayor said that on the basis

Wall said the savings had been 
accomplished without impairing 
service and despite the fact that 
work of the department had in- 
creased over that of previous years, 

Director of Public Welfare Jo- 
seph M. Darst came farthest from.

duction, with expenditures of $83,- 
800 more than the amount neces- 
sary to meet the reduction. The 
original 1939-40 budget for this de- 
partment was $5,084,460. With the 6 
per cent reduction its budget 
amounted to $4,779,394, or $305,066 
less. Anticipated savings for the 
nine-month period were $228,800, 
actual savings $145,000.

Men of 24 Summoned 
Three Weeks Ahead of 
Time On Day Those of 
23 Are Being Registered. 


LONDON, Feb 17 (AP).—Regis- 
tration of men of 24 years of age 
and those who reached the age of 
20 since Jan. 1 was ordered tonight 
for March 9, three weeks earlier 
than had been expected. 

The announcement, on the day 
that 23-year-olis were being reg- 
istered, was interpreted as marking 
a speed-up of British mobilization. 

Each registration adds about 
250,000 men to the army rolls. All 
men up to the age of 28 are liable 
to call under a Royal proclamation 
of Jan. 1. 

Youths being registered today are 
expected to be called to army camps 
early in March.* 

The Admiralty announced that 
all British ships must provide pro- 
tection against-machine-gun attack 
from enemy aircraft for their 
crews before leaving any port in 
the United Kingdom. : 

The order was effective imme- 
diately, and while it was announced 
only today, it was dated Feb. 14. 
Ship owners were told they would 
be advised from time to time on

that would be required.

Its 
crew of 20, some of whom were 
wounded, were picked up by The 
Netherlands steamer Oranjepolder 
and landed in Holland.

The situation in regard to Fin- 
land is, however, entirely different 
and much more dangerous. War 
materials is being sent from Italy, 
France, Britain and Sweden to the 
aid of the Finns.

America is 
also lending money. Sweden has 
dispatched a substantial number of 
volunteers for the Finnish army, 
and they are already in action.

By law no British citizen can en- 
list in the army of a foreign bel- 
ligerent without license from the 
Home Secretary. That leave is now 
to be given to any Briton who is 
desirous of joining the Finnish 
army, provided he does not belong 
to any of the classes that have al- 
ready been called up for service in 
the war against Germany.

ing possibilities has been realized: 

1. The Chinese Government at 
Chungking offers acceptable 
peace terms to Japan. 

2. The Chungking Government 
disbands and allows itself to be 
absorbed into the new Centra) 
Government headed by Wang 
Ching-wei. 

3. The Chungking Government 
offers to work in collaboration 
with Wang Ching-wei’s Govern- 
ment, 

Of these the third is especially 
interesting, for it constitutes a 
radical new departure in Japanese 
policy. It amounts, in effect, to an 
offer of truce and the division of 
China into two . administrative 
spheres—one an independent one, 
the other autonomous, under Japa- 
nese influefice. 

Japan Has Little to Lose. 

If the plan were realized, the 
first result would be the cessation 
of hostilities, enabling the with- 
drawal of a considerable part of 
Japan’s huge army from occupied 
regions. This, the Japanese antici- 
pate, would, in turn, soften anti- 
Japanese feeling among the Chi- 
nese people and strengthen the in- 
fluence of their protege, Wang 
Ching-wei, who at present is han- 
dicapped -by powerlessness or- 
ganize a Government without Ja- 
panese army support,

with proper infantry and artillery 
support, as well as smoke screens. 
Artillery Supplied. 

It also is said that more than 
100 modern French cannons already 
are operated on the Finnish front 
by capable gunners. It is: believed 
that they range from three to 12- 
inch guns and do much to overcome 
one of the Finnish weaknesses, for 
while the Finn is a famous artillery- 
man, second only to the French, 
he has lacked guns. : 

These French shipments in the 
past, and those to come now that 
France has taken the decision 
which may prove historic, have 
been synchronized with British aid 
to Finland. The two Allies have 
agreed to dovetail their contribu- 
tions so that neither duplicates the 
other, except in airplanes and mu- 
nitions. Thus, the French have 
provided thousands of hand arms, 
grenades and tons of ammunition 
for all arms, as have the British. 

Now that France has made a de- 
cision which may radically alter the 
whole course of the European war, 
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it is possible to report how mis-

For it is plain that with 
Swedish iron and Russian oil Ger- 
many’s essentials, many Allied mili- 
tary quarters have long felt that 
the war had to be taken to Scandi- 
navia and the Caucasus. But the 
Allies have been playing the war so 
far as if it were a cricket game.

Finns’ Fine Record. 

On the battlefield, Finland has 
so far done well—astonishingly 
well. Again this’ campaign has 
demonstrated the tremendous val- 
ue of training and of competent 
leadership in war. The _ far- 
spreading Russian campaign in 
the North has been crushed, its 
various fragments broken up and 
thrown back in a series of de- 
feats in detail. Repeated Russian 
attempts to outflank the . main 
Finnish defenses by coming round 
the north side of Lake Ladoga 
have been defeated.

Telis of Prison Voyage. 

Wiliam Curtis of the Doric Star, 
sunk by the Graf Spee 11 weeks 
ag0, told of his prison voyage: 

“We were confined for a fort- 
hight without being on deck.’ They 
would not let us see anything. 
There was very little food—black 
bread and tea, mainly. For a long 
time we got no cold water, we 
just had to put up with tea. Some- 
Umes we got washing water. 

“The Germans do not get any 
Praise from me. They behaved 
very badly. The skipper was a 
tyrant. 

“All the Germans were bad. The 
Captain of the Altmark said open- 
ly that he had no sympathy or 
kindly feeling for the British and 
the crew followed his example,” 

Frederick Thomas, of the steam- 
er Trevanian, said: “The Altmark 
was a filthy place. There was no 
fresh air. Conditions were ter- 
rible and the Germans made the 
Prisoners ag miserable ag they pos- 
“bly could with their eruel and 

less treatment.” 

During their long imprisonment, 
the prisoners made one effort to 
end an S. O. S, «They sealed a 
Message in a tin with a miniature 
Union jack. But when they dropped 
it overboard the Germans saw it.

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Hitler Can Win, But May Keep

Dr. Melchior Palyi Asserts British Blockade 
Alone Won’t Crush Nazis, but Is Being Em- 
phasized to Cover Up Unpreparedness. 


1A Germany which “gets 
away with it"—retains aggres- 
gions in Poland and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia—through a status-quo pre- 
serving peace at the end-of a 
long, and to both sides, exhaust- 
ing war. 

2. Or a Germany defeated by 


the eventually superior manpow- 
er and armaments of the Allies. 


These were the alternatives in 
the European War seen by Dr. 
Melchior Palyi, former economist 
of the Deutsche Bank in Berlin and 
now a financial expert in Chicago, 
in an address Friday night at a 


dinner meeting of the Southern 


Division of the Illinois Manufac- 


turers’ Association at the Missouri 
Athletic Club, 

A military victory of Hitler over 
England and France did not seem 
to Dr. Palyi to be in the realm of 
probability. That would require 
® preponderance in manpower and 
armaments, including airplanes, 
which the Germans do not have 
and cannot obtain, he said. 

Less Need for U. 8. Aid. 

Because he does not expect the 
‘Allies to. be brought to their knees 
by the German military machine, 
Dr. Palyi said he did not think the 
game “need” for American partici- 
pation, as in 1917, would make itself 
evident. 

In any case, he said, if he could 
judge the American temper after 
seven years of residence in the 
United States, chiefly at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, the Allies would 
find it necessary to think up an 
appeal more convicing than a repe- 
tition of the old cry that American 
participation was required to protect 
free democratic institutions, in the 
United States as well as Europe. 
The Americans “bought” that once 
with unhappy results and would be 
slow about making the same pur- 
chase again, he said. 

The speaker, who. was in Hun- 
garian uniform when the last war 
ended, has been an American citi- 
gen since June 14, 1939—Fiag day, 
he pleasantly recalled. Financial 
adviser to the Reichsbank, Dr. Hilj- 
mar Schacht’s one-time central 
bank of Germany, and professor 
of economics in the Graduate 
School of Commerce at Berlin as 
the Nazis rose to power, he left 
Germany in anticipation of Hitler’s 
dictatorial rule. He is now an 
economic adviser to several large 
American businesses-and a frequent 
lecturer at colleges and universi- 

ties. He also. has been heard on 
the University of Chicago’s radio 
round table. 
Blockade Ineffective. 

The Allied blockade was pretty 
well broken down when Dr. Palyi 
eoncluded his hour-long address 
to the Illinois manufacturers. Not 
broken down by the German sub- 
marines, but explained away by 
Dr. Palyi as an ineffective device 
for strangling Germany. The block- 
ade, he said, and the Liddell Hart 
strategy of fighting the war with- 
eut land-military operations, were 
little more than British rationaliza- 
tions to cover up the fact that the 
Allies “were unprepared and still 
are unprepared to fight the war.” 

Proof of this, he said, can be 
found in the high standing of the 
British unempoyment barometer. 
Allowing for factors such as the 
entry of wives of soldiers into in- 
dustry, he said the fact that more 
Britons were unemployed now 
than a year ago notwithstanding 
army recruitment and the expan- 
sion of the armament factories 
showed that England had not yet 
thrown itself into high gear for the 

War's prosecution. 

How soon England would be able 
to regard itself as prepared and 
go able to drop the rationalization 
eof the blockade as a deliberate 
and preferred weapon, he said he 
did not know. As “a friend of 
England and France,” he said he 
hoped the slow, halting program 
of Chamberlain could be supplant-

The blockade works theoretical- 


ly but not practically, Dr. Palyi 
said. It shuts off but it doesn’t 
strangle, and so without decisive 
military operations by the Allies, 
it cannot, he said, bring Germany 
to surrender. Citing thé case of 
oll, he told how, with private and 
commercial air travel and ordinary 
use of gasoline virtually ended, 
Germany is in a better position with 

respect to oil and oil products now 
that the country is at war than in 
peacetime. 

In this general situation in Ger- 
many he found reason to believe 
that Hitler would in all probdbility 
be most reluctant to open an of- 
fensive either on the French front 
or in a break through a neutral 
like Holland. As soon as the Ger- 
man military machine goes into 
operation, German supplies dimin- 
ish rapidly and gains elsewhere do 
not replace them; Poland cost more 
in oil, armaments and other war 
supplies than Germany can get 
from Poland, .he said. 

Scandinavian 
The one direction, aaece. in 


which Hitler might look for further 


aggression would be to the north— 
to Scandinavia which could pro- 
vide both iron and timber, the two 


products which the’ German war 


machine most needs from the out- 
side. German intervention in Scan- 
dinavia might follow an attempt 
by the Allies to help Finland 
through the landing of a major 
army for crossing through North- 
ern Sweden and Norway, but would 
hardly result from a few British 
and. French volunteers for the Finn- 
ish defense, he said. 

Dr. Palyi declined to cast Russia 
in the role of the diabolical vil- 
lain, The failure of England and 
France to recognize that war was 
imminent, their stubborn refusal 
to learn anything from Munich, is 
the key to Russian action, he said. 
Stalin went in’ with Hitler, in Dr. 
Palyi’s opinion, not because of any 
philosophical ties the Communists 
and Nazis have but because Russia 
decided it could not rely on En- 
gland and France. 

“Stalin,” said the speaker, “would 
much rather be in a fine club like 
that which the British and French 
have at Geneva than associate with 
a desperate character like Hitler. 
Russia reality meant its professions 
of peace and pacificism at the 
League of Nations for 10 years. 
Stalin looked at the European sit- 
uation in terms of his own fron- 
tiers and acted accordingly. The 
strength of the Finnish defense in 
@ sense proves his case that Russia 
had to protect its own borders in 
present day Europe.” 

Answers Questions. 

Dr. Palyi’s observations, in his 
address and in answer to questions 
afterward, included these: 

That the reason that Germany 
and the Allies went to war when 
neither side was prepared was be- 
cause each thought the other was 
bluffing and would back down. 

That there is more than one 
reason for the American outpour- 
ing of sympathy and financial aid 
for Finland and that one of these 
is the chance, as it were, to strike 
at Communism through the one na- 
tion which is paying its war debt. 

That Mussolini is a “hard-boiled 
practical politician, a Machiavellian 
horse dealer,” waiting to see where 
the better of the bargain lies. 

That the war will doubtless go on 
through 1940, and probably though 
1941, until, in short, the Allies break 
down the morale of the Germans 
through sheer overpowering.

Wnited Charities funds among 
participating agencies for 1 
@perations was announced yester- 
@ay by Ethan A. H. Shepley, presi-

The amount distributed is $79,771 
more than was allotted last year, 
when 89 agencies shared in thej 
funds. The new budget, recom 
mended by a citizens’ committee of 
21 persons and approvell last week 
by the directors of United Charities, 
was termed “approximately bal- 
anced” due to success of the recent 
campaign. 

In the campaign, total subscrip- 
tions were $2,200,425, or §425 more 
than the goal which had been set. 
From this sum, plus a small un- 
expended balance remaining from 
Jast year’s appropriations, were de- 
ducted $98,000 for campaign ex- 
penses, $90,000 as a reserve against 
pledges not paid because of deaths 
or for other reasons and $10,000 
eas a contingent fund. This left 
slightly more than $2,000,000 to be 
distributed. 

“The fact that the was 
reached for the first time did not 
mean @ greatly augmented program 
mor make it possible to meet many 
serious needs for services,” it was 
explained by the Budget Commit- 
tee: “but it did make possible the 
strengthening of services which 
were most seriously in need of ad- 
ditional funds, with every prospect 
that United Charities will close 
the year 1940 without ea deficit.” 

In drawing up the budget, Shep- 
ley said, the committee and its 
various sub-committees held more} 
than 100 meetings to study opera- 
tions of the various agencies and 
their requests for funds, as well 
as the services offered by other 
organizations in each field of ac- 
tivity. 

A new plan for financing hos- 
pitals affiliated with United Chari- 
ties, worked out last year, was put 
into effect for the first time. Under 
this system, based on the average 
mumber of free days of care of- 
fered by the institutions in the 
last three years, United Charities 
offers to pay for a certain number’ 
of free days of care in excess of 
the number for which the hospital 
can pay out of its own funds.

Rules to Prevent Collisions in Air Issued; 
Brayton College Will Train Workers;

WENTY-FOUR traffic rules 

of the air, intended to keep air 

planes from bumping into each | na 
other and generally promote air 
safety, have been arranged in A 
chart recently issued by the Air- 
way Traffic Control of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority. Primarily 
intended for flyers, some of the 
rules, listed below, are nevertheless 
of interest to the public. 

1. An overtaking aircraft keeps 
clear of the overtaken aircraft by 
altering its own course to the 
right. 

2. Approaching aircraft each al- 
ters course to the right, so that 
they will pass each other jt 4 
distance of at least 500 feet/ 

3. When two aircraft are on 
crossing courses, the aircraft to the 
left gives way. 

4. Aircraft flying along a civil 
airway fly along the right side of 
the radio range course projected 
down the airway. 


5. Aircraft fly at least 1000 feet 
above cities and congested areas 
and at least 500 feet above open 
terrain. Seaplanes fly at least 300 
feet above open water. 

13. Aircraft must fly at pre- 
scribed even or odd thousand foot 
levels above sea level depending 
upon the civil airway being used, 
unless other altitudes are assigned. 

14. Aircraft ‘crossing a civil air- 
way increase altitude 500 feet 
while flying over the airway being 
crossed. (Thie has the effect of 
placing the crossing airplane be- 
tween the layers of the normal air- 
way traffic.) 


St. Louis is one of 12 airway 
traffic control centers in the 
United States. Planes are -con- 
trolled on the airways by means of 
radio reports and directions. The 
progress of a plane is followed on 
a map and its approximate posi- 
tion along the course is known at 
all times. 


In addition to the airway con- 
trol, airports exercise control with- 
in their immediate area and on 
the ground. A field manager may 
close an airport because of deep 
snow, dangerous ice, mire or other 
conditions constituting a hazard. 
An excellent safety record has been 
compiled by airlines this winter.

mouthpiece, says editorially that the United States 
“should face realities and should give Finland help 
of real value (meaning a military loan) in her hour 
of peri).” Americans may reply with more cogent 
logic that Great Britain might apply this advice 
‘to herself. What the Daily Mail is doing is to ask 
the United States to commit an act of war. 
The people of the Western Hemisphere are justi- 
fied in having some attachment for the idea that 
they should be free to work out their own national 
destinies without being bound inexorably to the 
chariot wheel of European strife. They are justified, 


}im a matter of such profound importance as the war 


in Europe, in refusing to be swept off their feet by a 
gale of emotion. : 

Great Britain and France, on the other hand, have 
far greater reasons than we have for going’to Fin- 
land’s aid in an immediate and decisive way. .All 
the democratic nations of Europe are, whether they 
like it or not, pretty much in the same boat. The 
English have a vital interest in wanting to see the 
Russians stopped, for Stalin and Hitler seem to be 
of substantially one .mind in desiring to destroy 
the British Empire. 

In moving to make a non-military loan available 
to Finland through the Export-Import Bank, the 
United States Government is going as far as it can 
without committing an unneutral act—that is, an 
act of war—under international law. This is the 
only conclusion which can be drawn from reading 
the Washington dispatch printed on the front page 
of this section of the Post-Dispatch. sare 

Our sympathies were quickly marshaled on the 
side of the Allies in the last European war, but the 
American Government advanced no loans to the 
Allied governments until after we entered the war. 
The experts on international law say that now, 
under the conventions drawn up at Havana in 1928, 
neutrals may make loans to belligerents for food 
supplies, raw materials and other peacetime needs. 
But a military loan is different. Such a loan to 
Finland could be justified only on the purely tech- 
nical ground that war has not been declared between 
Finland and Russia. And even a non-military loan 
is obviously a contradiction of the reasoning back 
of the Neutrality Act. For it does make a beginning 
toward involving us financially in the success of 
one’ party in a foreign war. 

The House will shortly decide whether to concur 
in the Senate's action in voting to make a non- 
military loan available to the Finns. The question, 
expressed without regard to the dishonest legalism 
that no war exists between Russia and Finland, is 
whether we shall allow our sympathies to cause us 
to make a breach in the principle of the Neutrality 


Act.

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PHILADELPHIA IN JUNE.

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AMERICA’S LITERARY RENAISSANCE. 

. Never was there such a time for the writing of 
books as in the United States in the two decades be- 
tween the armistice and the outbreak of Europe’s 
new war. It was a period historians will have to list 
among the golden ages of the world’s literatures. 

True, it produced no Shakespeare, and Mencken 
and Sinclair Lewis fell short of Voltaire’s mark. But 
then, Shakespeare was a mighty peak, rising like 
Fujiyama from the plain. He had only a handful 
of first-rate contemporaries. Nor did the period of 
ferment preceding the French Revolution produce 
anything like the volume of really good books that 
the ‘20s and ‘30s spread before American readers, 

Already this fruition is being called the Ameri- 
can literary renaissance. It might almost be better 
described as the beginning of a mature American 
literature. Certainly, it is not difficult to cite half- 
a-dozen novelists of these between-wars decades 
better than Hawthorne, whom the textbooks still 
present as the American master. Lewis set the 
tone for their work by demonstrating in “Main 
Street” and “Babbitt” that America was worth writ- 
ing about. This period also saw Willa Cather 
reach her full stature, It saw Ernest Hemingway 
write “Farewell to Arms.” It produced Dos Pas- 
sos’ great trilogy, “U. S. A..” Thomas Wolfe’s turgid 
autobiographies and John Steinbeck’s devastating 
indictment, “The Grapes of Wrath.” 

Nor was it merely an era of novelists. It brought 
forth the poetry of Vachel Lindsay, Robert Frost, 
Hart Crane and BElinor Wylie,’ Carl Sandburg’s 
monumental biography of Lincoln, the critical writ- 
ing of Vernon Parrington and Van Wyck Brooks and 
the new history of the Beards. It gave us the plays 
of Eugene O'Neill, Maxwell Anderson, Thornton 
Wilder and Clifford Odets., 

The times were made for writing. There were 
nostalgic memories of a simpler America that dis- 
appeared in the maelstrom of the first World War. 
There -were the vivid recollections of. that war, the 
extravagances of the booming ‘20s, and then the 
tragedies of depression which made the deepest im- 
press on our authors. , 

It was the last decade that started the grim 
searching to find what men live by and te what 
purpose, Books began to burn with indignation. In 
place of the Cabells and Hergesheimers caine the 
Caldwells, Farrells and Halpers to atir our wounds. 
Writers began to ask with their readers: What is 
wrong with America? They are still asking. .

ESPITE Russian failures in Finland, 
Es possibility that the Soviet will make 

a large-scale attempt to dominate Eu- 
rope is by no means far-fetched. The 
direction in which the Soviet is pointing 
today may be significant; jit is altogether 
conceivable that Russia may be on the 
way to bring about one of history’s not 
infrequent repetitions: the Asiatic chal- 
lenge to European civilization. 

For Russia is Asia. It is only an acci- 
dent of geography that the heart of the 
nation is located.in Europe. Her roots, her 
traditions, her national personality—all are 
as intrinsically Asiatic as her. vast Sibe- 
rian steppes. 

Three times in the Christian .era Europe 
—actually only a small peninsula jutting 
out from the immense land mass of Asia 
—has been threatened by conquest from 
the larger continent. During the cighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries, however, Asia was 
in eclipse before a Europe that had gained 
immense atrength through its industrial 
revolution, In Asia itself, European Powers 
acquired one colony and strategic point 
after another. ' 

Now one sees a reversal of this process. 
First the Russo-Japanese War, then the 
World War, undermined that prestige 
which was so important for the main- 
tenance of Europe's rule over Asia. The 
European colonial Powers were faced with 
storms of unrest from China to Morocco 
as an aftermath of Europe’s destructive 
civil war from 1914 until 1918.

It does 
not, however, cover Government 
loans. Such actions are covered 
by general international law which 
prevent a neutral government from 
giving military aid to a belliger- 
ent. If the neutrality law were 
invoked, Finland would come under 
the cash and carry provisions, 

Deception Charge Answered. 

Some persons, including Sena- 
tors, have suggested that the ad- 
ministration has been guilty of de- 
ception because it has not found 
that a state of war exists between 
Russia and Finland or between 
Japan and China. 

This argument overlooks the fact 
that the neutrality act in its first

More than one-third of the en- 
tire cilivian population in Finland 
has been dislocated.

Besides the task of feeding and 
clothing these evacuees, there is a 
very severe strain on the economy of 
Finland because virtually all pro- 
ductive man power has been draft- 
ed for military service.

Where Women Cannot Help. 

Virtually the entire Finnish econ- 
omy is based on the wood pulp in- 
dustry. It might have been pos- 
sible for women to operate the wood 
pulp plants but they could not go 
into. the forests and cut down the 


raw material essential to this basic 


industry. 

Twenty-three age classes have 
been called to the colors with the 
recent call for men of 42 and 43.

Business Week in Review.

Export buying of steel was re- 
ported increasing. More foreign 
orders, particularly from Sweden, 
were in sight for aircraft makers. 
Machine tool and _  shipbuilders 
worked at a rising war-time tempo. 

With spring approaching, activity 
fin these sectors of industry drew 
attention of business analysts seek- 
ing signs of a reversal later in 
the year of the current downtrend 
of production. Some of these 
pointed out copper the last few 
years often has been one of the 
first markets to signal a turn in 
the trend. 

January exports, contrary to the 
usual trend, held close to the nine- 
year peak attained in December. 

Exports Offsetting Losses. 

Offsetting losses in sales of farm 
excluding cotton, have 
been sharp gains in shipments of 
metals and factory-made products, 
including aircraft. Exports of met- 
als and manufactures, for instance, 
jumped to $65,719,000, compared 
with $25,476,000 in January, 1939.

Swollen by war purchases of air- 
eraft and other machines, January 
exports totaled $358,000,000, keeping 
war-time foreign trade around the 
highest figures in nearly a decade. 

Actual trade figures revealed a 
further slow-down of factory 
wheels. The pace of decline dimin- 
ished, however. Curtailment in 
steel operations was smaller than 
in the preceding week. Production 
was cut to 68.8 per cent of capacity, 
off 2.9 points. The drop from 86.1 
in the second week of January has 
wiped out most of the war busi 
ness gains recorded in the Septem- 
ber-November upswing of industry.

Among 
the more printable things he has 
said—though even this is a moot 
point—is that man who walk under 
clothes line get sock in face, that 
man who sit on electric chair get 
amps in pants, that man who sit 
on tack better off, that girl who 
kiss on hill not on Jevel, and that 
man who pull too many strings 
hang self. Skipping hastily over 
these samples of weak wit, there 
is the romantic, the almost fawn- 
ing side of Confucius, as through 
the medium of a Carmen Lombardo 
ditty he says, “A boy, a girl, a 
moon, make wedding bells ring out 
in the month of June.”

Like all of our national heroes, 
Confucius also has acquired a com- 
mercial angle.

store ad to give vent to the very 
unremarkable remark, “Confucius 
say smart stores clear stocks be- 
fore inventory, smart women buy 
great bargains.” A sort of patron 
of all trades, he whipped out a 
slant-eyed slogan for the florist 
down the street, which goes, “Wear 
a noble flower each day—that is 
what Confucius say.” But the item 
that sent us into a corner silently 
gnawing our nails appeared in the 
newspaper real estate section, 
where Confucius say, “He who 
fails to buy a home will forever 
be paying rent.”

resembling Spanish moss. The Con- 
fucius of the “stop-me-if-you’ve- 
heard-this-one” period and the Sat- 
urday Evening Post lacks these 
hirsute delicacies, has instead a 
wilted department store Santa 
beard, a bristly soup strainer mus- 
tache, and instead of the original’s 
stately crown on his head, wears 
a sort of small beanie cap. 


This last month of frenzy has 
been Confucius’ second—and we 
heartily hope, last—venture into 
the realms of quotation. Some few 
years back it was considered terri- 
bly intellectual and’ chic to drag 
him into the conversation whenever 
you wanted to palm off something 
that sounded like a quotation but 
didn’t sound like Shakespeare or 
the Bible. On such occasions, you 
beamed brightly and  bégan, 
“Wasn't it that lovable old Chinese, 
Confucius, who said, ‘Paths of glory 
lead but to the groove?’”

He studied with his mother and 
various other teachers in Russia, 
where he was born, and made his 
American debut in 1928... His popu- 
larity with the American public is 
frequently compared to that of his 
famous father-in-law, Arturo Tos- 
canini. Horowitz was a soloist 
with the St. Louis Symphony twice 
in 1928, in 1932 and 1934. 

The pianist has selected a con- 
certo which he played on two of 
his previous local appearances. 
Rachmaninoff, himself, played his 
the concerto last with the orches- 
tra, in November, 1935. 


Rich in melodic beauty, the D 
Minor Concerto offers full oppor- 
tunity for lavish displays of tech- 
nique and dynamics. The themes 
are typically Russian in character. 
There are traces of sadness inter- 
woven with brilliant patterns and 
figures, and clear, flowing melodies 
of Russian flavor. 

Golschmann last presented the 
Brahms Third Symphony at con- 
certs three years ago. The compos- 
er worked on his third symphony 
from 1882 through the summer of 
1883. It was heard for the first 
time anywhere in Vienna on Dec. 
2, 1883, and it was acclaimed by 
far his best work. 


Like Brahms’ first two symphon-| ;, 


ies, his third is introduced by a 
movement with a motto which, in 
this case, is mythical and peace- 
ful. The second movement, which 
is passionless, clear and serene, ex- 
ceeds: all other of Brahms’ works 
for emotional tranquility.

Gerling was 

Superintendent of Instruction, Murphy the senior member of 
the Board of Education. Together they just about ran the schools. 

They had already been close friends for 20 years when 
Murphy led the fight on John J. Maddox which cleared the way for 
Gerling to become superintendent. Gerling's feelings of friendship 
for. Murphy were obviously not lessened by Murphy's successful 
efforts in his behalf. 

A former haberdasher and clothing salesman, Murphy shifted to 
bond selling about the time Gerling went in as superintendent. 
Gerling, administrator of several school funds, became one of his 
best customers. Seeing the way the wind was blowing, many 
teachers followed suit. Promotions and raises came faster to those 
who bought Murphy bonds. 

But Murphy didn't confine his influence to the instruction 
department. He placed friends and relatives throughout the system. 
Meanwhile, Gerling, fascinated by the market, became a full-blown 
speculator, with his own funds and those of the schools. He studied 
the market pages, spent his noon hours in brokerage offices and 
kept two clerks busy keeping his funds straight. - And the schools 
suffered. 

Finally the bubble burst. os was asked to resign and did so 
last month. Murphy took to his ,asick man. His fellow board 
members considered steps to remove him—after 27 years. 

The downfall of Gerling and Murphy had its beginnings more 
than a year ago. Several d members heard that things were 
not going well in the supply department. Salesmen complained 
there was a “Santa Claus” in the department but he gave gifts only 
to his friends. They said the St. Louis school system was a “closed 
corporation.”

Commissioner Charles Lee Barr on personal grounds, the board 
reduced him to Assistant Commissioner and put over him a 
vigorous young businessman, James J. Lee.

He was questioned about his friendship with a Chicago book 
dealer who did a Icitge business with the Board of Education, about 
his dealings with a school furniture concern and about his threats 
to “talk” if fired. Superintendent Gerling, who had appointed 


‘Hibbert, said he would not fire him without evidence. There the

Months earlier teachers had asking questions about the 
Pupils’ Relief Funci, created with their donations to help needy 
children.

Both funds, he confessed, had supplied much of the capita! for stock. 
bond and real estate speculation. The school board asked fo! 
Gerling’s resignation. 

Then it was learned that most of the stocks and bonds bought 
by Gerling through Murphy for the Pupils’ Relief Fund had been 
sold at prices far above true market values. Festus J. Wade !r.. 
who employed Murphy as a bond salesman, admifted he had hiked 
the price to Gerling and to no other customer. He also told how Ger- 
ling had used interchangeably his personal and trustee accounts 

Board members believed Gerling planned to have his forme! 
son-in-law, Philip J. Hickey, succeed him. Hickey, secretary-treas- 
urer of the school board and recently named assistant! 
superintendent in charge of business affairs, asked that he not be 
considered for the superintendency, shortly after the Gerling ouster. 

As the inquiry into school affairs continued, it became clea! 
that audits by the school’s own auditing department had been 
grossly inadequate. Lunch room receipts had not been audited 
in 35 years. Receipts from sale of waste materials, old books and 
junk had not been audited in more than 15 years. And records in 
several departments were not sufficient to show whether money 
had been spent properly. A $10,000,000 business did not know 
how its funds were being spent. 

Most of the irregularities disclosed so far have been in the 
Building De ent. Before the investigation was fully unce! 
way, two of the principal executives ended their lives, Building 
Commissioner George W. Sanger and his aid, Frank A. Borgsteact 
Reports by the auditors have shown that contractors charged {0! 
needless “extras” in building schools, the department was ove! 
manned, salaries wgre excessive, payrolls had been padded, records 
were completely t or grossly inadequate and there had been 
wastefulness in almost all divisions.
